The Secretary is pleased to submit herewith a summary report of the 
activities of his office during the fiscal year of 1958. In addition te 
the discharge of the regular duties of the office, as prescribed by the 
Society's by-laws, extraordinary duties were performed in connection with 
the Soctety's Sixtieth Anniversary dinner, and with the distribution of 
yearly program booklets, library lists and copies of the Society's re- 
“vised by-laws, which latter were sent to all numismetic organizations in 
the United States and to several in foreign countries. 

During the year one membership was suspended in regular order on 
account of non-payment of dues, and four new memberships were recorded. 

The 
present membership, having full privileges in the Society's affairs, num- 
bers forty. 

The office acknowledges, with thanks to the several responsible 
sources, receipt of a number of copies of minutes of meetings held in past 
years, and not previously in the Society's files.
